“The press was old enough to be 
a curiosity, rules and leads were 
made from a piece of tin with. a 
jack knife and the Paper was the 
same that was used to cover the ci- 
gars smoked by the natives. It was 
the size of our common foolscap to- 
day.” 

Though small it carried a raft of 
news including news of all the mili- 
tary posts in the United States 
brought in by carriers. It also car- 
ried news of the declaration of war 
between our country and Mexico. 
The paper was well patronized and 
sold for five dollars a year or 12% 
cents a single sheet. One half was 
printed in English and one half in 
Spanish. It was put out once a week 
and ran for three years
